You know the vulgar Conceit was, their being bred of 
Mills and Dews, which Goedartius goes along with, but 
Dr. Lifter rightly Conjectures their Original to 
be from the Butter-fly, into which they are transformed, 
though he fee ms not to have taken Notice ol the parti¬ 
cular manner of their Propagation, as may be leen in 
Numb. 60. of his Edition of Goedartius. The Bearers
